Report from Havana. 

Havana, Cuba, December SI, 1900. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended December 29, 1900 : 
Three deaths from yellow fever are reported for the week. 
Asst. Surg. F. B. Trotter reports 1 case of yellow fever at the city 
hospital at Cienfuegos. 

With the consent of the Florida State board of health I will stop the 
disinfecting of first-class passenger baggage for Florida on January 1, 
and will continue the disinfection of second-class baggage and the inspec- 
tion of all baggage for bedding and other household articles. This will 
Sreatly reduce our work at the disinfecting plant, which has been very 
eavy during the past two months. 

I have been requested by the Louisiana State board of health to con- 
tinue baggage disinfection for a while longer. 
I inclose the usual mortality report for the week.
